After Surgery 


Blue Babies Grow 
Up to Normal Life 


By ALTON L. BLAKESLEE 


MIAMI BEACH, Florida (AP) 
—Heart surgery ie § giving 
normal life to children born 
with defective hearts. And 
normal means that many later 
on have babies whose hearts 
are perfectly normal, two re- 
searchers reported Sunday. 


Their study concerns patients 
treated in Baltimore, where the 
first “blue baby” operation was 
performed 16 years ago by Drs. 
Alfred Blalock and Helen Taus- 
sit. So-called blue babies are 
those in which a heart blood 
defect keeps much of the blood 
from going to the lungs to pick 
up oxygen. 

Normal babies were born 
from two-thirds of pregnancies 
involving 235 patients with var'- 
ous inborn heart defects, said 
Dre. Catherine Nell: and Shella 
Swanson of Baltimore. 


They found that women born 
with heart defects are more 
likely to suffer miscarriages or 
other hazards of pregnancy par- 
ticularly if they themselves had 
been blue babies. 


But 213 normal children were 
born out of 348 pregnancies 
among women in the groups 
studied. If the father had con- 
genital heart disease and his 
wife was normal, 80 per cent of 
| pregnancies resulted in normal

NEW YORK (AP)—Getting to 
like plastic chairs that look 
tubular, tortured or like dis 
eased mushrooms?”

Brown will meet sixth-rated 
Somodio, 27, in a 15-round title 
fight at the Araneta Coliseum in 
nearby Quezon City.

We feel that both Outer Mongolia and Mauretania are 
entitied to be admitted to the United Nations on their 
merits, provided they are prepared to adhere conscienti- 


ously to the Charter. 


Unfortunately the present session of the General As- 
sembly has shown only too clearly how certain nations 
seek to use the United Nations for their own ends and 


those of their friends.

tions are among the offenders in this respect and their ex- 
pressed desire to interfere in the internal affairs of other 
countries in the interest of a particular theory or theories 


is not only unbecoming, but, 


in view of the urgent need 


to build up their own economic and political systems be- 
fore they criticize those of others, at least injudicious. 
We cannot help feeling that Paragraph 7 of Article 2 of 


the Charter which declares 


that nothing therein shall 


authorize the United Nations to intervene in matters 
which are essentially within the domestic jurisdiction of 
any state, or shall require the members to submit such 
matters to settlement under the Charter, is a wise rule. 
Moreover, we believe that infringements of this rule are 


likely eventually to lead to 


chaos and perhaps to the 


destruction of the United Nations organization itself. 
That there are many things in the present condition of 
the world that could be changed for the better no sensible 
person will deny, but the requisite changes must be made 
gradually and with the maximum amount of general con- 


sent. 


Some recent speeches in the General Assembly re- 


mind us of the old adage that “fools rush in where angels 


fear to tread.” 


Speakers who are obsessed with the notion 


that to have a different opinion from their own is a crime 
add little or nothing to the common purpose of doing 
what is best for all concerned. 

While we feel that the 16-year history of the United 
Nations has proved the value of the organization, we fear 
its future prospects are darkened by the tendency, so 
strongly apparent at the present time, of some member 
states to try to grind their own axes in the General As- 


sembly at the expense of other members. 


This does not 


mean that we deprecate nations looking after their own 
reasonable interests, as they are bound, of course, to do, 
but there have been and still are manifestations of egotism

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Japan’s Supersonic Wings 


Skill, Morale High in Air Force; Missile Introduction Anticipated 


The significance and effective- 
ness of Japan’s endeavors for 
air defense cannot be under- 
stood at a glance. The aircraft 
plant at Komaki to the north 
of Nagoya, for instance, looks 
rather empty upon entrance but 
it is here that the new F104 
Starfighters will be assembled 
for the Air Self-Defense Force. 
Men are working hard prepar- 
ing jigs and tools for the jet 
fighters, the first of which will 
come off the assembly line there 
late next March. 

Jet fighters are behind the 
times because the aggressor 
nowadays will use ballistic mis- 
siles—so it is argued frequently. 
But it is sometimes forgotten 
that designers, manufacturers 
and pilots of a supersonic air- 
plane are concerned with the 
speed of at least a bullet or larg- 
er and that the F104, for in- 
stance, looks like and actually 
is a piloted missile. 

Taxes Capabilities 

Japan's defense effort, it is 
true, would be quite meaning- 
less, when it is separated from 
the collective security arrange- 
ments made with the United 
States. Even with these ar- 
rangements, however, the de- 
fense effort taxes Japanese capa- 
bilities to the utmost. A flying 
vehicle, be it a guided missile 
or an F104, requires precision 
to the extent that every one of 
the 20,000 or so parts must be 
impeccably perfect. 'f the 
parts are only 99.99 per cent 
reliable, the plane is bound to 
crash. Both in training, manu- 
facturing and maintenance, 
modern Japan is meeting this 
successfully 
and is determined to continue 
to do so. 

The technical skill is not be- 

g applied to manufacturing of 

llistic missiles, to be sure, but 
the lack of any aggressive na- 
ture in Japan's defense policy 
does not detract from the value 
of technical skill and training. 
Certainly a tragic irony, but the 
most advanced technology is 
sometimes applied to military 
endeavors, in Japan or else- 
where. As recently reported én 
this paper, supersonic airliners 
will not become availabie in 10 
to 15 vears for commercial rea- 
sons, while the speed of the 
F104, which the advocates of 


unarmed neutrality are apt to 


label as “obsolescent,” is al- 
ready more than double the 
speed of sound.

Officers in Air Self- 
Defense Force, from Chief of 
Air Staff Gen. Minoru Genda 
on down, do not hide their feel- 
ings that their hands are being 
tied because of the limitations 
imposed by the “no-war” Con- 
stitution. This, jowever, is 
neither strange nor surprising, 
because one gets the same reac- 
tions by asking a soldier of any 
country to destroy the invad- 
ing enemy but not to hit him 
at his base. In this sense, 
Japan's Self-Defense Forces are 
unique in the world, but the 
officers and men must put up 
with the Constitutional limita- 
tions. 

Despite the limitations and 
lack of popular understanding 
of their difficulties, the morale 
is high at the air bases..

At those sites, the person- 
nel remains sé@eparated from en- 
tertainment or civilian life for 
many months, often under 
many feet of snow. 


High Technical Training 

The Air Self-Defense officers 
do not consider Japan's post 
war education as the best suit- 
ed as preparation for military 
life, but they are proud that 
the younger generations can be 
trained as good soldiers, even 
superior to the prewar soldiers 
noted for their dauntiess spirit 
of “Yamato-damashii.”

Power Policy 

The Government is consider- 
ing a loan of ¥1,500 million and 
various other countermeasures 
to cope with the depression in 
the nation’s coal mining indus- 
try. Most important among 
these measures are the customs 
duty increase upon petroleum 
and constructicn of more thermo- 
power plants. But since it is 
not advisable to elevate the al- 
ready high 6 per cent Customs

Electronics Vital 

Electronics occupies a major 
part in technical education, 
since the second largest space in 
the F104, for instance, is occu 
pied by electronic devices, next 
only to the jet engine itself. 
The speed of supersonic air 
planes is so fast that the fight 
er cannot even meet the enemy 
without locating him by radar 
and finding the approach route 
also electronically. 

On the ground, there must 
also be electronic equipment to 
guide the plane—TACAN (Tac 
tical Approach and Navigation), 
RAPCON (Radar Approach and 
Control), GCA (Ground Control 
Approach) and so forth. Only 
when all the equipment, both in 
the air and on the ground, 
works well, can the air defense 
of Japan have any meaning. 

Since Japan is a small coun- 
try lacking in depth in defense, 
delay in discovery of the enemy 
or in communication will render 
the entire air defense system 
useless. That is the reason why 
the so-called BADGE (Base Air 
Defense Ground Environment) 
will be introduced soon to mini- 
mize the time lag. Ground-to- 


‘air missiles such as the Nike- 


Ajax and the Hawk can be use- 
ful only as part of an efficient 
defense system.

Europe’s Labor 


LONDON—The European So- 
cial Fund is shortly to make the 
first grants to member countries 
of the Common Market toward 
the cost of resettling and re- 
training workers displaced by 
industrial changes. This fund 
represents a positive approach 
by “The Six” to 
the social conse- 
quences of in- 
dustrial rede 
ployment in the 
interests of eco- 
nomic efficiency. 
It was foreseen 
when the Treaty 
of Rome was 
being drawn up 
that the Com- 
mon Market 
would be bound to bring about 
major changes in the individual 
industrial patterns of the Six. 


The task of the fund, as set 
out in the treaty, was not only 
to encourage this and to enable 
workers displaced from one 
trade to be retrained in another 
or to move to where they can 
find a demand for their skills. 
Established by contributions 
from member states, the fund 
repays half the cost of resettl- 
ing and retraining provided that 
it can be shown that this has 
become necessary as a direct 
result of Common Market poli- 
fies. 

The grants are made to gov- 
ernments or public organiza- 
tions; but in practice firms will 
also recoup some of the money 
they may have had to spend on 
adapting their businesses or re- 
training their workers. All 
member countries, except Lux- 
emburg, have put in resettle- 
ment claims for 1958 and 1959 
and so far the fund's committee, 
on which governments, trade 
unions and employers are rep- 
resented, have approved appli- 
cations totaling about £36

Atomic Power Progress 


The world’s first industrial 
scale atomic power station at 
Calder Hall has just celebrated 
its fifth anniversary. During 
those five years the plant has 
returned a consistently better 
performance than its designers 
originally hoped for. On the 
eve of the anniversary the sta- 
tion’s output was running at 
200 megawatts annually, a 
figure 25 per cent more than 
originally contemplated. That 
figure was exceeded when new 
improvements were brought in- 
to play on the anniversary 
Growth of operating ex- 
—— has been the reason 
or this ever-improving  per- 
formance. The reblading of 
the turbines has allowed in- 
creases in the heat output of 
the reactors. The uranium 
fuel elements have stood up to 
irradiation for longer periods 
than had been estimated. It has 
been found possible to keep 
the reactors operating steadily 
with fewer shut-downs for 
maintenance and fuel changing 
and the shut<down periods them- 
selves have reduced from 11 
weeks to four. The net result 
has been that Calder Hall has 
a load factor—the proportion 
of the vear in which station is 
on full power—of 88 per cent 
compared with 75 per cent 
recorded by the most efficient 
coal-fired power station. This 
high load factor has an im- 
portant bearing on the cost of 
electricity produced by atomic 
power. Experience at Calder 
Hall suggests that nuclear 
power stations will be offering 
a stronger economic challenge 
to the conventionally powered 
stations sooner than was en- 
visaged a few years ago. 


Swedish Modern 


Willy Gordon the Swedish 
sculptor is one of a number of 
Scandinavian artists who are 
making increasing contribution 
to the mainspring of contem- 
porary painting and sculpture 
in Europe. Born in 1918 he 
studied in Sweden and Paris. 
He has worked in many coun- 
tries and is well represented in 
Scandinavian art galleries. His 
international reputation has 
been confirmed by his latest 
work, a monumental abstract 
called “living ore.” It stands 
outside the administrative build- 
ings of the mining center of 
Kiruna in Sweden's fer north. 


Gordon's concept of the work 
was formed through studying 
ore through a microscope and 
noting the geometric structure 
of magnetite and apatite cry- 
stals. The monument consists 
of a roughly hewn granite base 
from which seem to grow sym- 
bolic crystalline shapes. The 
whole effect of order emerging 
from chaos is peculiarly evoca- 
tive of the iron industry of this 
region of rocks, lakes and 
forests. 


Gordon is now engaged on 
another public monument, a 
fountain in Stockholm. It will 
also be abstract in character 
but Gordon rejects the rigid 
theoretical approach which 
makes it hard to distinguish be- 
tween many works of the ab 
stract school. His method is 
to choose material which re- 
flects the characteristics of the 
locality in which the work is 
to stand and then to express 
in the most natural way possi- 
ble the characteristics of the 
materials themselves. It is this 
method which has given the 
Kiruna work its impact and 
snread Gordon's fame through- 
out Europe.

In the “Family of Nations” 
all countries, large or small. 
must live in accordance with 
the international code which re- 
cognizes interdependence, consi- 
deration for others and mutual 
help. If such a code is ignored 
world order cannot be main- 
tained and people will be de- 
prived of security and happi- 
ness. Does the Soviet Union 
believe that it can push its 
scheme for world domination by 
threat and force? 


Does Russia wish to scare 
nations which do not possess 
nuclear weapons? Or does it 
wish to show off its military 
strength in an ‘attempt to 
alienate small countries from 
the Free World? Or does it 
want to tip the balance of 
power in its favor so that it 
may have its own way when 
negotiating on Berlin with the 
West? Whatever motivated Rus- 
sla to conduct the testing. Rus- 
sia has blundered in the eyes 
of the world. 


The Japanese Government has 
lodged a strong protest with the 
Soviet Union over the explosion 
of a large bomb and the House 
of Representatives adopted a re- 
solution appealing for suspen- 
sion of further testing. This 
resolution was supported un- 
animouslv by the three parties, 
namely the Liberal-Democratic 
Party, the Socialist Party and 
the Democratic Socialist Party. 

Kanichi Kawakami of the 
Japan Communist Party opposed 
the resolution parroting§ the 
Communist line that the explo- 
sion was an inevitable measure 
to prevent war. It is strange 
that the Communist Party and 
Communist leaders of Zengaku- 
ren have kept silent on the 
superbomb explosion. Are they 
afraid to anger the Soviet 
Union? 

The fact that Communist 
satellite countries did not pro- 
test proves that the people in 
such countries have no freedom 
of speech. They must go along 
with Russia no matter how 
brutal and inhuman it may be. 


Member countries of the Free 
World would not be afrald to 
file a protest with the United 
States if the latter did what 
Russia has done, because thev 
are guaranteed freedom of 
speech and expressions Some- 
times free countries seem to 
lack unity as they express their 
thoughts freely. However, I be- 
lieve that free countries will 
unite its strength to safeguard 
freedom and protect humanity 
from destruction.

Observations of a Tourist 


To the Editor: 


During a month of touring in 
Japan, I have had occasion to 
ponder on the lot of the tourist 
in Japan. Mindful of the great 
kindness, helpfulness and cour- 
tesy I have experienced from 
individuals as well as of the 
firm friendships | have made 
here, | would have preferred to 
keep my peace, but your lead- 
ing article of Oct. 15 entitled 
“Guides and Hosts” has in its 
last two paragraphs put a finger 
on such vital spots, that | can- 
not refrain from offering a few 
observations from the tourist's 
viewpoint. I do so in a spirit 
of helpfulness rather than cri- 
ticism and with a view to the 
Olympic Games of 1964, it may 
serve some useful purpose if 
we tourists do so; for there 
must be few of us who at pres- 
ent can see anything but a risk 
to the success of the Games and 
disappointments or even disillu- 
sionments for Japan's visitors 
on that occasion. 


Granted the high technical 
standards achieved in Japan, 
there are on the other hand pe- 
culiar problems which will call 


for special measures to cope 
with the large influx of tour- 
ists. In fact, the figures quot- 


ed by you to show the increas- 
ing flood of tourists will prob- 
ably be exceeded in 1964 and. 
make no mistake, thev will not 
come to Tokyo only but spread 
across the whole country. 


But already this vear the flood 
has exceeded the capacity—if 
not the capabilities—of the Ja- 
pan Travel Bureau and the Japa- 
nese hotels and it may surprise 
beth of them to know what a 
large percentage of tourists this 
autumn left Japan with little 
satisfaction from their services. 


Nor do these tourists feel that 
the friendliness of “guides and 
hosts” compensate for the short- 
coming of organization and 
service when they pay very 
high prices for their tours. 


The Japan Travel Bureau may 
perhaps usefully learn to ap- 
proach foreign tourists less sub- 
jectively, to realize that many 
of them have already traveled 
widely elsewhere and can dis- 
cern when a JTB official in 
planning for them displays his 
narrow scope because he has 
never been outside his country; 
under such circumstances the 
tourist is even impressed when 
he is being fleeced of his mon- 
ey. Indeed, the JTB builds on 
a false foundation when it con- 
templates only quick money for 
the least trouble. Ask the JTB 
for a weather report before you 
go to Nikko or to Mt. Fuji: ask 
them for a really informative 
brochure on Tokyo or Kyoto or 
Japan, or appeal to them for 
help in respect of the hotel ac- 
commodation you get after you 
have paid your money—and you 
will get nowhere. 

The hotels again may learn 
that to put two beds in a small 
single room does not make it 
a “twin” and the single guest 
forced to take such a “twin” 
at a price or else sleep on the 
street, is not tempted to come 
back to Japan. Their older 
kanko hotels could well be 
knocked down and rebuilt for 
reasons of sanitatioryy no less 
than of comfort. 


The guides again, friendly as 
they are, should not only be 
able to recite their story in the 
l.nguage they profess but 
should also understand that 
language when the _ tourist 
begins to ask the questions 
which interest him. Much less 
emphasis could be put on a 
guide’s knowledge of Japanese 
history and much more on his 
language proficiency. 

But there are other factors 
besides the daily consicera- 
tions of comfort, expense and 


language. The Japan Travel 
Bureau could well follow a 
policy of letting the tourist 


make more contact with the 
people instead of merely herd- 
ing him with others of his 
kind; why should his willing- 
ness to stay with Japanese in 
a Japanese hotel be discourag- 
ed? As it is there are in Japan 
enough isolating factors which 
fence the foreign tourist from 
the citizen. 


These isolating factors create 
the problem of finding enough 
guides for the tourists; for in 
no other country is it so neces- 
sary for the tourist to have a 
guide even if he would enjoy 
much more the adventure of find- 
ing his own way. But how is he 
to find his way about with the 
present address system, with 
inadequate street signs and 
with apparently, an aversion 
to the use of Roman characters. 
The Japanese language is 
admittedly not widely known 
outside Japan but the _ intel- 
ligent tourist arms himself 
with a dictionary and soon 


enough he recognizes words 
and expressions. But how is 
he to do it when he first has to 
learn some thousands of 
characters—which are not 
even Japanese in origin? 

A decade ago, I attended the 
Olympic Games in Finland, a 
country whose language is 
similarly not widely known: 
but we soon orientated our 
selves by recognizing symbo's 
and signs; we could read the 
destination of a bus, we could 
recognize names in the tele. 
phone book; our taxi driver 
could recognize an address pre- 
sented to him printed in inter- 
nationally recognized and 
known characters. How differ- 
ent is it going to be in Japan 
in 1964 when her present isola- 
tion fram the ordinary channels 
of people-to-people communica- 
tion and understanding, raises 
with the visitor those ghosts of 
the “closed door.” 

May we hope that by 1964 
there will, for instance, be a 
new speedway—or at least high- 
way—to Tokyo airport so that 
even the early starter can be 
reasonably certain of arriving 
on time. 

Japan's domestic 
moreover, is so 
it may be advisable for a 
month before until a month 
after the Games to curb domes- 
tic tourism by asking the 
schools. to organize none with- 
in that period and by making 
the terms less attractive for 
general domestic tourism dur- 
ing that period.
